WHKHKAS  it  is  tlcemeil  expedient  in  the  interests 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver  that  provisions 
slioiild  he  made  for  tlie  ]>revention  of  tlie  growth  of 
weeils  and  the  destruction  thereof  : 

He  it  therefore  enacted  by  tlie  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Vtincouver,  in  oi>en  Council  assembled, 
as  follows  : — 

1.  Every  owner,  lessee,  occupier  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  any  land  on  which  weeds  are  growing 
shall  pull  up,  cut  down,  or  otherwise  destroy  or  cause 
to  be  pulled  uj),  cut  down,  or  otherwise  destroyed  all 
such  weeds  before  they  shall  have  gone  to  seed  or  come 
to  llower. 

2.  In  default  of  such  owner,  lessee,  occupier  or  other 
person  having  charge  of  such  land  so  pulling  up,  cut- 
ting down,  or  otherwise  destroying  such  weeds,  or 
causing  the  same  to  be  pulled  up,  cut  down,  or  other- 
wise destroyed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  ofHcer  or 
person  authorized  by  the  City  Council  in  that  behalf 
to  enter  upon  any  land  whereon  such  weeds  are  grow- 
ing and  pull  tliejii  up,  cut  them  down,  or  otherwise 
destroy  tlie  same,  and  the  costs,  charges,  and  expense 
thereof  shall  be  charged  against  such  owner,  lessee, 
occupier,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such  land  a.i 
aforesaid,  and  may  be  recovered,  together  with  the 
costs,  by  action  or  distress,  and  in  case  of  non-payment 
thereof  the  same  may  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as 
municipal  taxes,  and.  such  owner,  lessee,  occupier  or 
other  person  having  charge  of  such  land,  besides  being 
liable  for  the  payment  of  the  costs,  charges  and  ex- 
penses as  aforesaid,  be  liable  in  addition  to  the  penal- 
ties hereafter  prescribed  for  an  infi-action  of  this  by-law. 

3.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall,  upon  conviction 
before  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate  or  any  Justice  or 
Justices  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  in  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  on  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  any  credible 
witness,  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said 
Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  Justice  or  Justices  of  the 
Peace  convicting,  a penalty  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100,00)  and  costs  for  each  offence, 
and  in  default  of  payment  thereof  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  .Justice  or  Justices  con- 
victing as  aforesaid,  to  issue  a warrant  under  his  hand 
and  seal,  or  in  case  any  two  or  more  of  them  acting 
together  therein,  then  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  any 
one  of  them,  to  levy  the  said  penalty  with  costs,  or 
penalty  or  costs  only,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the 
offender’s  goods  and  chattels, and  in  case  of  no  sufficient 
distress  to  satisfy  the  said  penalty  and  costs  or  penal- 
ty or  costs  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Police 
Magistrate,  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  convicting 
as  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  to  commit  the  offenders 
to  the  common  gaol  or  lock-up  house  in  the  City  of 
Vancouver  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two  months, 
unless  the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs, 
be  sooner  paid.

VERNON  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


HY-LAVV  NO.  22. 

Ti  injiora ry  Ijoan  lli/-linr. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  exp<<lient  for  the  Coi'- 
poration  of  tlie  City  of  N’ernon  to  raise  liy 
way  of  loan  the  sum  of  four  tliousand  dollars  to  meet 
the  current  legal  exjienditure  of  the  .said  Corporation 
(luring  the  year  1894  : 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  that  the  said  sum  should 
be  obtained  by  the  said  Corporation  licfore  tlie  annual 
revenue  for  the  .said  year  1894  becomes  payable  by  the 
taxpayers  : 

Now,  therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City 
of  Vernon  enact  as  follows  : — 

That  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  current  legal 
expenditux’e  of  the  said  Corporation  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Vernon 
to  raise  by  way  of  loan  from  any  person  or  persons, 
body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be  willing  to 
advance  the  same,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  to 
exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  \Yrnon  for  the  pur- 
poises  aforesaid. 

That  the  interest  on  the  said  loan  shall  not  exceed 
the  rate  of  seven  jier  centum  per  annum. 

That  the  said  sum  so  borrowed  shall  bs  repayable 
and  repaid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  the  year  1894. 

That  it  shall  be  a liability  payable  out  of  the  muni- 
cipal revenue  for  the  year  1894. 

That  a written  obligation  in  the  form  of  a ])romissory 
note  shall  be  given  to  the  lender  for  the  said  sum  and 
interest;  such  note  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor,  Finance 
Committee,  and  Clerk  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  to 
bear  the  corporate  seal  of  the  said  Corporation.
